Cost of the Contest. 

Few people ever think of the expense in cash 
ofa Presidential contest. Yet it is really 
something enormous. The vast machinery ne- 
cessary to carry on such a canvass—the num- 
ber of organizations which it requires—the 
amount of printing, of writing, of postage,.and 
of labor of every kind which is brought into 
service, is far beyond any estimate usually 
formed. Let ‘us state’ a few facts which may 
ajd in forming an opinion. 

There are about, 800. counties, and not far 

{from 9,900 towns, in the thirty-one States com- 
posiig'the Union. Every town has one politi- 
cal club of each party,—and many towns have 
many.more. « There were undoubtedly during 
the: last canvass over 15,000 organized clubs, 
belonging to each of the political parties within 
the United States:—thé number of Fremont 
clabs may have been 5,000 less, since the Repub- 
licat organization did not extend into the Slave 


t |. States, Each of. these clubs was.in active 
+ | operation for at least thite months. Each of 


‘them required rooms, printing, postage, ‘more 
or less traveling of their officers and commit- 
tees:—and these, with other incidental ex- 
penses, could not have amounted, on the aver- 
age; to less than $100 a month,—or $300 for 
the canvass, The labors performed by their 
secretaries, presidents and committees would 
certainly amount. to the steady services of at 
least three men each, worth not less than $100 
each for the whole three months.

And in nothing does 
this ‘appear oftener than in newspaper ¢xpo- 
surés of foulness and corruption. Many a 
villain owes his escape from an overwhelming 
retribution to the intemperate attacks of news- 
papers. They produce a reaction in public 
opinion ‘by ‘their reckless assaults, and ‘thus 
save the offenderfrom his appropriate suffering. 
Motives of considerate policy, if nothing 
more sacred is: recognized, : ouglit to preserve 
newspapers from such rash and intempérate 
zea). . Violent writers, like all violent men; 
are instantly suspected. . Their catise fs put in 
a bad attitude-—thcir eensures are heavily dis- 
counted, -Nor-can it be otherwise. .Men will 
feel that any sucli course is unreasoriable, and 
they will transfer, by the laws of mental. gsso- 
ciation, all these abatements over to the parties 
assailed. - Statements will be hesitatingly ac- 
cepted, and arguments will depreciate ‘their 
own inherent valne, The most successful in- 
stances of severe writing—such as Junius’ and 
Conserr’s—are no exceptions to the princi- 
ple. If these men had been less acrid and 
Vituperative, they would have exerted’a far 
higher degree. of power. The eagerness of 
wild beasts’ to’seize their prey is frequently 
takenadvantagé of’ by hunttrs for their cap- 
tare, and meén of the press often mect their ob- 
ject in the same. way.
